REFLECTS 


As members of the Alberta Teachers’ Association 
prepare to meet again for their annual convention there 
are some areas of concern which many parents would 
wish to be discussed, and the results of the discussions 
made public, Some of these matters are causing grave 
concern and others some perplexity, We list some of 
the questions for which answers are sought, as evidenced 
by widespread publicity given them and in conversation 
with a number of parents, The list does not, of course, 
cover all the questions tn the minds of parents and 
ratepayers, 

1, A grade one teacher {n Saskatoon was getting such 
tremendous results that elucators from various polnts 
across the continent came to observe her methods, which 
were not as prescribed and used by other Grade one 
teachers, It developed that she had no degrees whatso- 
ever in education, Yet the ATA salary schedules base 
teachers pay according to degrees obtained, ls there 
something lacking {n using this method exclusively to 
assess good teaching’ 

2, Leaders of our society are constantly telling us 
that something must be done to check the alarming 
increase of suicides among teenage students, Since 
we must turn over our children to teachers for some 
six hours per day, five days a week for at least 12 
years, we feel the ATA has a responsibility along with 
parents in this matter, Could they give us their ideas 
on whether school pressures are {nvolved tn these 
suicides and if so how parents and teachers can work 
together towards a solution * 

3, In how many classrooms Is the following practice 
in effect? At Grade alne level (and sometimes starting 
at Grade 8) an entire classroom ts given a pep talk 
with Mgures on what they may expect to earn as university 
graduates, as compared to much lower figures for any- 
thing less in higher education, The university figures 


fit exactly lato the pleture every student has in his mind 
from years of TV and movies, So every kid In the class 
is told in effect to work like mad so he can one day own 
his own beautiful home - a big car - a boat - a summer 
cottage - like the people [n the world he has had pictured 
so vividly and so often to him, But the teachers know - 
and the students know - that the larger proportion do not 
have the academic capability to accomplish university 
entrance, Does not this practice put too much pressure 
on our kids - especially those who can almost make It 
with aboormal effort’? ls this pressure a cause of van- 
dalism in the schools - drop-outs - taking drugs? Parents 
undouttedly aid in exerting these pressures - what does 
the ATA have to tell as” 

4, Parents know and teachers know that within the 
ATA there are incompetent teachers, The ATA tells 
parents we must pay these incompetents on the same 
Wage scale as We pay good teachers, And further that 
we may not discharge 4 knowa Incompetent unless we 
discover it in the FIRST year of teaching, May we expect 
ATA discussions to come up with some practical solu- 
tion to this problem 

5, Many parents are Interested {n results belng ob 
tained by schools who are not asing the Grade system, 
as we know ts recommended by some top ranking etu- 
eators, Could the ATA report on how many schools tn 
Alberta are using this system amd what they feel should 
be future action © 

6 The so called “Free’’ schools are the major new 
idea of this century to provide more atequate etucation 
for today’s requirements, Has the ATA plans for es- 
tablishing a pilot project to study (this idea In Alberta, 
Could we be taformed of their views, plans and what 
kind of support they would nee! from parents to Invest- 
igate the potential of this type of schooling, 

7, Stace the needs of the chikiren should be the major 
concern of both teachers and parents, have we sufficient 
dialogue between the two groups, Has the ATA some ideas 
on {improving and enlarging this dialogue’ 

We wish the ATA well lo their upcoming deliberations 
and assure them the putiic {s Interested in their 
ideas and proWems,

Hundreds of Human Tissues 


Although only two years 
old, the South African human 
tissue bank could already 
be ranked with the best inthe 
world, says dr, HJ, Van Eck 
president of the National 
Counef!] of Cripples Care 
Association, Opening the 
bank’s new offices in the 
South African Institute for 
Medical Research Building 
in Johannesturyg last week, 
he said that the bank sup- 
plied 900 tissue grafts last 
year, 

The crafts included human 


bone, eyes, cartilage, 
nerves, skin and heart val- 
ves, The bank was grate- 
ful for the outstanding in- 
terest of the people of Joh- 
annesburg, many of whom 
willed the tissue bank thelr 
healthy organs when they 
dies, said Dr, van Eck, 

Professor J, Murray of 
the Institute said tissue 
grafts were used on a nat- 
ional sca_e although for 
technical reasons material 
was collected only from the 
Rand and Pretoria, 


Kick in Champagne Cork 


Being hit in the eye by 
a champagne cork {s no 
slight injury, says the Med- 
ical Post, Kh reports the 
findings of a group of Loadon 
doctors, who after seeing 
eight such cases (four of 
them professional waiters 
or waitresses), have esti- 
mated that a cork from a 
bottle of “bubbly” travels 
at a speei of 45 feet a 
second, enough to send it 
40 feet in the air, 

The one-ounce champagne 
cork with its lead shield can 
thus travel the two feet from 


botue to eye in one-twen- 
tieth of a second and as 
the blink reflex takes one- 
tenth of a second the cornea 
can receive the full impact, 

The London doctors say 
many of these injuries could 
be avoided by the simple 
trick of holding a napkin over 
the cork while the wire re- 
tainer is being undone, The 
bottle should be pointed away 
from all nearby faces, ine 
cluding that of the uncorker, 
There was no suggestion that 
people should give updrink- 
ing champagne,

Controlling Diabetes 


I {magine most of us know 
at least one person who ts a 
diabetic; it ts a common 
disease, About 350,000 Can- 
adians know they have dia- 
betes, probably a similar 
number have ft and don’t 
know, One person In twenty 
will develop it in his or her 
lifetime, It gets more com- 
mon with increasing age and 
women are more susceptible 
than men, The overweight 
are 10 times more likely to 
get it and sometimes It runs 
in familias, What is It like 
to be a diabetic; how does It
